The web of circumstantial evidence was 
woven tighter today about David Fou 
tains, janitor of the German Lutheres 
church, who is being detained by the vo- 
lice pending an investigation of the as 
aulit and subsequent murder of 10 year 
old Margaret Millings, whose mutfiated 
body was found in the church basement 
yesterday. 

Under a steady cross fire of questions by 
the police today Fontaine denied he mur- 
dered the child. He reiterated that he was 
up town at a moving picture show at the 
time the murder must have bees com- 
mitted. Though voluble yesterday, he was 
taciturn and sullen today to the questions 
of the police. 


Pastor Suspects Janitor. 
The Rev. Charies Oehier, pastor of the 
‘church, today said Fontaine Kkitew the 
identity of the girl when he and his wife, 
who knew her exceedingly well, could 
not recognise her disfigured face in the 
dim light of-the church basement. 

“ Fontaine rushed into our home and 
said the body of the little Millings gir} 
was lying in the basement,” the Rev. Mr. 
Oehler said. Neither my wife nor my- 
self could recognise the child until we 
had lifted the body te a window and 
pushed back the hair which covered her 
face. 

Search for His Underclothes. 
The police are searching for Fontaine’s 
underclothing, by which they hope to 
clinch the crime on him. When arrested 
the man was attired without undergar- 
ments. 
The only direct evidence against him 
wae several biood spots on hie trousers 
legs and some of the girl's matted hairs 
on hie clothing. Fontaine planned 
these by saying he heiped to lift the body 
from the floor and assisted the Rev. Mr. 
Oehler in an effort to resuscitate the girl.

AVID T. HARGAN and C. A. Lu- 
per ti, two expert moving picture 
photographers employed by the 
Essanay company, are in Chicago 
recuperating from the perils and 

hardships: of a forced march through 725 
miles ot central African jungle under- 
taken to escape conformance with an 
edict of the German government. 

Twenty thousand feet of exposed film.

We 
knew that Capt. Anderson would be 
eeized as a prisoner and that Sutherland 
also would be grabbed, so we decided to 
make common fortune together and go 
through Portuguese territory to Fort 
Johnson, a British post at the southern 
end of Lake Nyassa, and thence to the 
coast.

We delayed answering the German 


message as long as we could in order to 


hold up the Germans’ native couriers 
until night, figuring that then there would 
be another delay, owing to their waiting 
until the next morning to start. Luperti 
wrote a note to the German authorities 
stating that it would take two days for 
us to get our stuff.together and get start- 
ed. We figured that altogether we would 
have a start of four or five days before 
pursuit could be instituted. 

Sixteen of our bearers deserted, lea v- 
ing thirty blecks with six white men. 
We left our films in tin trunks in the 
permanent camp. 

We crossed the . river into 
Portuguese territory on Sept. 8. There 
we found the natives hostile, and had 
to take turns standing guard at night 
with our revolvers.
